This most diabolical weapon of modern warfare was first em 


ployed by the Germans on April 22, 1915. 
Thousands of Canad 


ians and French colonial troops were choked to death. Pro! 
Nearnst, a famous chemist at Berlin University, is said to havi 
first urged the use of poison gas. 


The problem was to find a gas easily and cheaply made, anc 


highly poisonous. It had to be compressible, so that it miffhi 
be transported easily, and it had to be heavier than air, so that n 
would keep close to the ground. The German scientists finally de 
cided on chlorine, of which vast quantities were available f rotr 
the German alkali works. 


To carry the gas, stout steel cylinders thirty inches long were 


contrived. 
Forty-five pounds qf gas was compressed to a liquid 


and stored in each. 
A siphon dev!ce allowed the gas to be empti 


ed into the air in three minutes. 


Before a gas attack, several thousand cylinders are buried n 


the parapets of the trenches. 
When the wind and other condi 


tions are favorable, the infantry leave the front trenches to the 
gas pioneers, who attach lead pipes, and turn on the cylinder 
irom one to five at a time in each battery. 


The "smoke helmet" with which our troops re now supphet 


is practically invulnerable to any ionn of gas 
It originated frorr 


the idea of a Canadian sergeant, who thought he saw Geiman 
wearing them, He was mistaken, but the AUies were quick to sec 
the value of the idea and recommended its adoption.

This most diabolical weapon of modern warfare was first em 


ployed by the Germans on April 22, 1915. 
Thousands of Canad 


ians and French colonial troops were choked to death. Pro! 
Nearnst, a famous chemist at Berlin University, is said to havi 
first urged the use of poison gas. 


The problem was to find a gas easily and cheaply made, anc 


highly poisonous. It had to be compressible, so that it miffhi 
be transported easily, and it had to be heavier than air, so that n 
would keep close to the ground. The German scientists finally de 
cided on chlorine, of which vast quantities were available f rotr 
the German alkali works. 


To carry the gas, stout steel cylinders thirty inches long were 


contrived. 
Forty-five pounds qf gas was compressed to a liquid 


and stored in each. 
A siphon dev!ce allowed the gas to be empti 


ed into the air in three minutes. 


Before a gas attack, several thousand cylinders are buried n 


the parapets of the trenches. 
When the wind and other condi 


tions are favorable, the infantry leave the front trenches to the 
gas pioneers, who attach lead pipes, and turn on the cylinder 
irom one to five at a time in each battery. 


The "smoke helmet" with which our troops re now supphet 


is practically invulnerable to any ionn of gas 
It originated frorr 


the idea of a Canadian sergeant, who thought he saw Geiman 
wearing them, He was mistaken, but the AUies were quick to sec 
the value of the idea and recommended its adoption.
